This should be put on the high- 
way to the depth of not less than 
six inchefl and then iMve tha 
steam roller over it several 
times, with the road slightly 
higher in the center, then put on

over that several times, it is best 
to haee tha screaaiags wet if 

possible, but not abaalataly 
essary. You then hava a 
high«ray.
